_The matter practiced in the collec-
tion of debts in France and in the
United States does not differ materi-
ally save in the collection and the
mode of procedure. The first
which is necessary for a ereditor in
France to take before he can use le-
gal means to collect a debt due hum
i8 to obtain judgment againet the
debtor, which is rendered by a jus-
tive of the peacs, provided the
fimount does not excead §40.

Failing to exercise
this privilege, the matter is put in
the hands of a '‘huissier,” whose
functions partake of those of both
the hailiff and process server, but his
methods as well as his perogatives
resemble neither one nor the other,
The huissier upon request of the
creditor makes an abstract state
ment of the condition of the debt,
the fee for preparing and serving the
gaum@ varying according to the
length of the instrument and not ae-
cording to the importance of the
debt. Iis average cost, however, may
be placed at §2.50.

In case the debtor ignores the doc-
ument an “assignation” is served
upon him, and eight days thereafter
his furniture is seized and placed in
the hands of the huissier. The ex-
pense entailed in the preparation of
theso notices is defrayed by the cred:
itor, but if at any moment the debt-
or agrees to liquidate in full he isnot
only required by law to discharge
his original obligation, but to add to
it the costs of the judgment and fees
of the huissier. Whether this sys-
tem is better than the plan pursued
in tho United States is a matter of
opinion.—Pittsburg Dispatch.
